No. 4—Population: Urban Centres, 1961 and 1966 


Population clusters of 1,000 or more persons having a minimum density of 500 persons per square mile, and some 
areas of lower population andlor density (e.g. holiday areas, industrial areas) are designated ‘‘urban’’. The boundaries 
for 1961 have been redrawn according to the new criteria and the populations (partly estimated) are shown in this 
table for comparison with 1966 population. Theintercensal increase or decrease between 1961 and 1966 may therefore 
reflect (i) population changes within the original 1961 boundaries, (ii) urban growth beyond the original boundaries, 
and (iii) the merging of areas.
